Government have accorded sanction for starting the D. C.H. 
(Diploma Child Health ) Course with an annual intake of 
3 candidates in Medical College, Trivandrum , 

II. Eligibility for admission.- Candidates should have passed the 
M. B. B. S. degree of the University of Kerala or any other University 
accepted by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto and subsequently 
worked as House Surgeon for a period of 12 months in a teaching 
hospital maintained by, or affiliated to University of Kerala or of any 
other University accepted as equivalent thereto or in a District Head 
quarters Hospital or other hospitals approved for the purpose by the 
Syndicate, or have put in active practice of the profession for a 
period of three years after passing the M. B. B. S. Degree 
Examination . 

Duration of the course. The duration of the course is one academic 
year. 

III. Payment of fees.-- The following fees is provisionally fixed for 
the course: 

(i) Registration fee of Rs. 10 (the application Registration 

fee of Rs. 10 will be adjusted towards registration fee in 

the case of new admission ). 
(ii) Tution fee Rs. 300 per annum . 
(ii) Miscellaneous fees Rs. 19 per annum . 
(iv) Caution deposit Rs. 50. This amount will be refunded 

after completion of the course, after recovering the 
amount towards breakages or loss of the Laboratory 

Equipments if any. 
IV . Application form .-- Application forms and Prospectus can be 
had from the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum -XI on payment 
of Rs. 5 towards the cost of forms at the office counter. Applicants 
desiring to have the forms sent to thein by post should remit Rs. 6 
for each application form . Applicants sending the amount by money 
order will note that money orders which do not contain in the money 
order coupen the full address of the candidate and the course for 
which the application form is required will not be accepted . Postal 
orders will not be accepted. This amount is not refundable. 

V. Last date of submission of application forms. - The application 
formsduly filled up in all respects with the following documents should 
reach the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum - 11 on or before 
15th March 1964. Applicants who are employed in any Government 
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Department or Private Institution should apply through their Heads of 
Departments. Late application will not be considered :

The rocket will be fired from a standard launcher fixed on a pad 
at a site which is at the village Pallithura, near Thun ,ba on the West 
Coast. 

SCHEDULE II 
Impact Point and Danger area : 

The Rocket is capal le of reaching an altitude of 5.9 Km 
(3.6 SM ) in 29 seconds and a horizontal range of 4.6 Km (2.5 NM ) 
in 70 seconds. The danger aica will be at the points of impact as 

The rocket will impact at 4.6 KM . (2.5 NXI) off shore. A 
circular area of 1.85 KM (INM ) with its centre at the impact point 
will be the danger area . The above areas are considered dangerous 
and should be cleared of all shipping , fishing boats etc., and air craft 
to the altitude specificd i. c , 5.9 KM (3-6 SM ). 
Firing direction : 

The rocket will be fired from an elevation of 80 and azimuth

For 30 minutes before and after the actual ti ne of firing. 

All types of air craft, shipping boats etc., especially fishing boats 
of any description are warned to keep clear of the danger arca men 
toned above, 60 minutes before and 30 minutes after the schedule time 
of Firing.
